Yes. The monument was approved by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on August 9, 2011. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 
Monroe County Surveyor W. S. Alexander established this corner in 1866 per the legal survey filed in Legal Survey 
Book 2, page 131, but did not specifically describe the monument. In 1978, Edmund Farkas found the rebar, the origin 
of which is unknown. In 2009, Philip Tapp found the stone at Witness C and noted that it was likely the historical 
monument. However, Mr. Tapp accepted the found rebar as the corner because it was specially called for in the 
adjacent deed. The rebar has been accepted on all subsequent surveyors, including surveys of all of the adjacent 
properties. We held the rebar as the corner by common report.
